Every morning he is np before daybreak 
and rides hard till the afternoon. Wherever he 
halts he at once has himself placed in connection 
with the telegraph, and receives and answers 
telegrams. In spite of all this hard work he 
looks in splendid health, and it is a subject for 
hearty congratulation that his men also are in 
magnificent form. 


Rhenoster River Crossed.

acuated it without firing a shot. Every point 
was occupied as Lord Roberts intended. 

As soon as General French’s movement became 
apparent, the whole Boer army, although 
occupying a splendid position, fled incontinently 
without waiting for the advent of General Pole- 
Carew’s and General Tucker’s Divisions, advan- 
cing respectively from the east and west of the 
railway, along which they had marched in fine 
style. 

The whole length of the line of defence 
exceeded eleven miles. A great number of gun 
emplacements had been blasted, and two 6-in: 
Creusots commanded the country for a distance 
of seven miles. Before we advanced, the Boers 
burnt patches of the grass, the ranges of which 
were carefully taken. An order was therefore 
passed along our line for the troops to avoid 
these black patches. The Free Staters were 
forced to accompany the Transvaalers in the 
retreat. The rearguard of the Boer forces was 
formed by a Russian commando, who looted 
freely everything worth taking.

The Last Fight in Mafeking. Baden- 
Powell's Coolness at a Critical Juncture. 

The whole Empire celebrated with jov the 
relief of Mafeking, further particulars of which 
and of Baden-Powell’s coolness during the final 
attack may now be given. 

First, a tribute to his readiness on the occasion 
of a fierce Boer bombardment on May 6. 
““B.-P.” (said Reuter’s agent) walked across the 
market-square quite slowly, whistling. Every- 
one watched him as he climbed up to the look- 
out post, focussed his glasses, and swept the 
southern horizon. Then he took the speaking- 
tube in his hand and issued a few short, sharp 
orders. Here and there officers, posted on the 
southern face, had already begun to make 
the best of their way back to their works. 
Down at the telephone exchange bells jingled, 
and orders and reports began to fly up and down 
the wires. The town heaved a sigh of relief, the 
auctioneers recommenced their sales, women 
renewed their shopping, and the men resumed 
their interchange of Sunday gossip. Everybody

Commandant Eloff’s Plucky

Commandant Eloff, who was with the advance 
guard, and was accompanied by Captains 
von Weiss and de Bremont, detached about 180 
of his men, and made a rush for the old British 
South Africa Police fort and the barracks of the 
Protectorate Regiment, which were held by 
Colonel Hore. He was instructed to retire, if 
possible, upon the town, but he telephoned back 
that it was too late to do so.

It «will still be 
possible for the unscrupulous of the football organisations, 
provided they have the funds, secretly to hold out induce- 
ments to players. It was done even in the old amateur 
days, and only the most stringent regulations, thoroughly 
carried out, are likely to stop sucha course now. Let us 
hope for the best—a day when football professionalism will 
give us something more than a mere spectacle, and often a

Death of Sir George Grove. —Musicians will learn 
with sorrow of the death of Sir George Grove, whose 
remarkable career closed on Monday. He began life as an 
engineer, and was associated with the construction of 
several lighthouses and of the Britannia Bridge. Fifty 
yearsago he became secretary to the Society of Arts, subse- 
quently was appointed secretary to the Crystal Palace, then 
joined a publisher's staff, and finally began his life-work in 
1882, when he was selected as the first director of the Royal 
College of Music. He was a voluminous writer on musical 
subjects, and also issued a primer of geography. 


The Eclipse of the Sun.—The eclipse of the sun, 
visible in London last Monday afternoon, was of far more 
than momentary interest. 
The black shadow of the 
total eclipse first struck 
the earth in the Pacific 
S.W. of Colorado at sun- 
rise. It was therefore 
first seen from the decks 
ot passing steamers. The 
shadow swept N.W. 
across the eastern States 
of America, passing a 
little S. of Washington. 
Tens of thousands of in- 
telligent observe:s wit- 
nessed a total eclipse for 
the first time. The 
shadow traversed the 
Atlantic at its usual pace 
of 1830 miles an hour, 
and crossed Portugal near 
Oporto, leaving the coast 
of Spain near Alicante, 
where Sir Norman 
Lockyer, in company with 
a large number of other 
astronomers, observed the 
eclipse. For them the 
sun was totally obscured 
at four o'clock in the 
afternoon. The eclipse 
was next seen from the 
harbour of Algiers, and 
finally disappeared as a total eclipse on the banks of 
the Nile at sunset. In London it was visible as a 
partial eclipse —considerably more than half the sun’s disc 
being obscured. Business was suspended in many places in 
the City to allow the employés to witness the eclipse, while 
crowds congregated in the most favourable positions. So 
far-reaching an eclipse had not occurred for thirty years. 
The last total eclipse seen from London was noticeable in 
1715, the next one near the Metropolis being * fixed * for 
August 11, 1999. x

the arrival of the relief column reads lke a chapter in a 
romance. Such situations have otten been seen on the 
stage, but probably never before on the actual field of 
battle in stern reality. First of all we had Commandant 
Eloff pluckily leading a storming party right into the 
heart of the British defences, capturing a. fort and 
taking Colonel Hore prisoner. Then up came rein- 
forcements and surrounded both captors and captured, 
with the result that Eloff had eventually to surrender 
to his own prisoner. Meanwhile General Spyman was 
besieging the British position in another quarter, so that 
it will be seen that the garrison had their hands vrettv full, 


The gallant “ B.-P.” was in a warm enough corner that day, 
but cool courage and prompt aetion saved the situation, 
and gave the defenders a brilliant victory which will no 
doubt figure in history as the most dramatic incident of the 
war, if not its mostmagnificent feat of arms. The captured 
Commandant is a nephew of president Kruger, and a noted 
young firebrand. He figured conspicuously at the time of the 
Jameson Raid, and was a witness in the subsequent trial. 
Colonel Bryan Thomas 
Mahon, D.S.O., who, from 
his having led the foree 
that relieved Mafeking, is 
one of the heroes of the 
hour, adds another to the 
long list of distinguished 
Trish soldiers. Coming of 
an old Galway family— 
his father having been 
Mr. Henry Blake Mahon, 
of Belleville, Athenry— 
he was brought up in the 
saddle, and he is one of 
the best horsemen in the 
service. During his nine- 
teen years in the Army 
he has done many 
doughty deeds in various 
parts of the world, and 
his selection for the com- 
mand of the Mafeking 
column was due to Sir 
Archibald Hunter’s ap- 
preciation of his resolute 
nature and keen soldierly 
spirit, both of which have 
come conspicuously to 
the front in this fine feat 
of arms. The gallant 
Colonel's mere military 
record is interesting read- 
ing. He is only thirty- 
eight years of age, so that

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The ‘‘ Belleisle” Experiments.—-The gunnery 
experiments on the obsolete turret-ship Belleisle took place 
off Selsey last Saturday, and were witnessed by the Lords 
of the Admiralty. The vessel had been specially fitted 
with thick armour-plates. The Majestic, flag-ship, turned 
her heavy lyddite batteries upon the Belleisle for ten 
ptr bite in less than that time the old ship was a shat- 
tered and sunken wreck, with her woodwork blazing fiercely. 
Immediately firing ceased the cordon of destroyersdrew round 
to prevent unauthorised persons approaching, and as soon 15 
the flames had been subdued sufficiently the examining 
party went aboard. If is understood that though her 
central battery was reduced to scrap-iron, the special 
armour-plating was not pierced. It is thought that as one 
result of the experiments the use of wood in the construc- 
tion of war-ships may be discontinued.

—Appropriately 
enough, the firework season at the Crystal Palace was 
opened on the Queen's birthday, and a very considerable 
array of novelties weré pa notwithstanding that it 
was the first display of the thirty-seventh consecutive 
firework season at this ever popular place of amusement. 
This year the Palace directorate are having two displays 
of fireworks in the week—on Thursdays and Saturdays— 
a new venture which is likely to prove highly welcome, 
and Messrs. C. T. Brock and Co., recognising the spirit of 
the hour, have invested their displays with a thoroughly 
warlike element. On Thursdays, in fact, the Army will 
have its place, while the Saturday exhibition is to be of a 
nautical character. Among the many novelties of this 
topical and up-to-date display we must mention the 
special device, *‘ The Gentleman in Khaki,” a reproduction 
in fire of Caton Woodville's sketch; and an endeavour has 
been made by the pyrotechnists to give life and realism to 
the figure, which is shown erect and defiant amid a heavy 
fusilade from the kopjes in’ the background. The piece 
is surmounted by the words “Each of ‘em doing his 
country's work.” In the Saturday's display the principal 
set piece will be a reproduction of Caton Woodville's 
“ Handy Man” (by courtesy of Messrs. H. Graves and 
Sons), surmounted by the Princess of Wales's message, 
ï God bless the Handy Man.” This figure is flanked on the 
left by H.M.S. Powerful, representing the present, and on 
the right by H.M.S. Victory, a fitting reminder of the great 
Handy Man of the past.

All Eyes Towards Morocco.—Were we not so 
busily engaged in South Africa, we should at the present 
time take a liv elier interest in the north-west corner of the 
same continent, in which -Morocco is situated. The empire 
consists of the kingdoms of Morocco and Fez, and the 
territories of Tafilet, Draha, and Suse. In 1898 the 
British Government issued a notice recognising the 
coast as far as Cape Bojador as belonging to Morocco. 
The population is now estimated at 8,000,000. - There 
are no less than three capitals—Fez (140, 000), Morocco 
(50,000), and Mequinez (56,000). The principal ports 
are Mogador and -Tangier on the Atlantic, and Tetuan 
on the Mediterranean. Tafilet is the point of arrival and 
departure of caravans passing through the Sahara. The 
country is under the rule of a Sultan, Abdul Aziz, who is 
usually styled ‘‘ Emperór ” by Europeans. Our lustration 
depicts the Sultan outside his palace, on his favourite 
steed. Abdul Aziz was born in 1880, and was but fourteen

when, in 1994, he succeeded his father, Muley Hassan. 
The reigning Sultan was wedded at the age of fourteen 
to a daughter of Muley Ershid, and in a few months 
won considerable popularity amongst his subjects. Though 
he is absolute monarch, the tribes beyond the mountains 
only in a measure acknowledge his authority. The Sultan 
is head of religion as well as of the State. Peculiarly 
unfortunate would it be if affairs as they now stand 
in Morocco were to induce France to depart from her 
hitherto attitude of reserve; towards this portion of the 
globe. 8 sige regard Morocco as an extension of Spain 
southwa The French regard it as an extension of 
Algeria eeN Saaka fs Spain appeals to a traditional con- 
nection with the country, France to the ‘‘idea’’ of her 
predominance in the Mediterranean. For a long while 
these claims have to some extent neutralised each other. 
But the final elimination of Spain as a considerable factor 
in active European politics has given new zest to her rival. 
Since that moment, France has been steadily concentrating 
troops in the south-west of Algeria, unpleasantly close to 
what passes by courtesy for the frontier. Owing to the 
vagueness of the treaty, little is needed to create a mis- 
understanding at any time. The Chamberlain of the Sultan 
has just succumbed, and the Grand Vizier has also died.

Window Gardening.

If he had considered for a 
moment what blighting. influences are at work in the 
distriet in which he resides, he would have wondered 
10 longer that it .is next to impossible for him to grow

the plants he named. He and others in simular difficulties 
should get a copy of “ Collins’s Greenhouse and Window 
Plants,” a most useful book for amateurs, every branch 
of the subject of growing plants, either in the greenhouse 
or in window-boxes, being dealt with. For instance, 
~what is nicer than such a case as the one illustrated, 
filled with ferns? Years ago, when my opportunities for 
exploration in search. of rare ferns were more numerous 
than is now the ease, I had a very fine collection, most of 
the plants being got in a district in which it would now be 
“difficult to find either the hart’s tongue or Osmunda regalis, 
both of which were growing wild, the sight of the latter 
being a glorious one. Not since then have I seen the fern 
in its wild state. This was in the Eden valley in the Lake 
District. Considering the beauty of ferns, it is indeed sur- 
prising that they are not more extensively grown, especially 
in towns, by people who would have no difficulty in fixing 
up such a case as the one illustrated.' 


A Fancy Pigeon. 

For the benefit of my younger readers I again give a 
pigeon note, the Nun, of which an Illustration is given baing 
one of the prettiest of the toy varieties. Itis smaller in size, 
but resembles the Trumpeter in having a tuft of feathers 
rising from the back of the head, and bending forward like 
a hood thrown a little back. The small bill and pearl eye 
of this bird add to the neatness of its appearance. Their

colouring is various, but in all the varieties is strongly con- 
trasted. In almost all cases the body is white, the head, 
tail, and the six flight-feathers of the wings being black, 
red, or yellow. The colour of the tail and flight-feathers 
must correspond with the colour of the head ; and whenever 
the colour of the feathers differs, or there is a white feather 
in the wings, tail, or head, or a dark feather on the body 
of the bird, it renders it what is called foul-feathered— 
naturally, a blemish and drawback.

He also piayed a conspicuous and 
important part during the crisis in Rhodesia; few inci- 
dents being more dramatic than that relating to the death 
of the priest, or witch-doctor, M’Limo. Quite recently 
a most interesting conversation with Mr. Burnham was 
communicated to the Daily Telegraph by Mr. Bennet 
Burleigh. Mr. Burnham’s references to .Major-General 
Baden-Powell have been read with peculiar interest, 
coming as they did on the very day the relief of Mafeking 
was announced.

Originally attache 
to the 1st Battalion of the 
Scots Guards, now at the = 
front with Methuen’s force, 
he takes more than an 
everyday interest in mili- 
tary matters. Aeronautics 
are his particular study, 
and as an inventor his 
name is fot unknown in 
this interesting branch of 
science. It was Major 
Baden-Powell who invented 
war kites for purposes of 
observation. He also de- 
vised a folding war bicycle, 
which comes into -three 
parts, and is folded and 
slung over the shoulder in 
the briefest possible time. 
Thanks to the wisdom of 
Lord Roberts, Major Baden- 
Powell had been detached 
from the Brigade of Guards 
at Bloemfontein on April 9 
last, and was despatched on 
ag service to help in 
the liberation of Mafeking. 
Mrs. Baden-Powell received 
a most interesting tele- 
gram from Mafeking on May 22, the gallant Major's 
birthday.
